- ſuch. Vigour, that on the 4th. of October, the Govenour 
beat a Parley, and offered to Surrender, on Condition that he 
ald his Garriſon might March out with Arms, Cannon and 
Baggage, and be Conducted to Strasburg; which being re- 
fuſed, with an anſwer of no other Terms but Pyiſoners of 
Mar, the Governour like a Stout Man, reſolved to run a- 
Way and make his eſcape, which he did the next Night fol- 
© lowing; and the better to conceal his Warlike Stratagem, 
--order'd 100 Men to Sally out at the ſame time, whom 
the Imperialiſts Defeated, and took Poſſeſſion of the Town, 
"wherein Three Hundred Men Surrender d themſelves Priſo- 
ners of War. The Imperial General Thungen, being in- 
formed of the Governour flight, immediately ſent a De- 
tachment in purſuit of him, who overtook, killꝰd and took 
Priſoners between Three or Four Hundred of his Men, 
with abundance of Arms, Baggage and other Warlike 
Stores. Here we will leave the Imperialifts Maſters of this 
Town, conſulting proper meaſures for carry ing on the re- 
maining part of this Campaign, and return to our Armies 
in the Netherlands; where by this time, our Duke being re-
